LONG BEACH, Wash. — A 
mile-long parade through the 
streets of Long Beach will conclude 
the peninsula’s 35th annual Loyalty 
Day celebration Sunday. 

The parade highlights a weekend 
featuring both fun and ceremony on 
the Long Beach Peninsula. 

“It’s the biggest parade of this 
type on the West Coast,’’ said Jim 
Aydelott, Chairman of the Long 
Beach Loyalty Day Committee. The 
theme for the parade, which will 
include 32 floats, is “Guardians of 
the Blue: A Tribute to the U.S. Air 
Force.” 

The celebration actually began 
April 21 with the selection of a 
junior court, but most events are 
bunched together in Ilwaco Satur- 
day and Long Beach Sunday. 

A golf tournament, 10- and five- 
kilometer beach runs, and a kids’ 
parade will highlight Saturday 
morning festivities and on Saturday 
afternoon two Seaview clergymen 
will conduct the traditional Blessing 
of the Fleet. 


AT THE ILWACO Port Basin, 
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Parade tops Loyalty Day 
celebration on peninsula 


Father John Mann of St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church and Rev. Dean 
Mead of United Presbyterian 
Church will bless mariners lost and 
going out to sea. 

Afterwards, Mann and Mead will 
lead a small flotilla of boats to the 
North Jetty at the mouth of the 
Columbia River, where boats will 
form a circle and the two 
clergymen will again give their 
blessing to seamen. Memorial 
wreaths will be cast upon the water 
from a U.S. Coast Guard helicopter 
and from boats. 

The boat ride is free, and the 
entire ceremony should last about 
two hours. Twenty boats 
participated in the event last year. 

The U.S. Coast Guard Station 
Cape Disappointment also will 
sponsor an open house Saturday. 

To cap the day’s events, the 
Ilwaco Convention Center will be 
the site of a chowder and seafood 
feed followed by an old time 
fiddler’s contest. Square dancing 
will follow at Ocean Park School. 


THE SCENE SHIFTS to Long 
Beach Sunday for a cowboy 
breakfast from 7 to 11 a.m. 


The parade begins at 1 p.m. when 
about 120 bands, floats, drill teams, 
mounted units, antique cars and 
fire trucks will move down Pacific 
Avenue from North Seventh:Street 
to South 10th. The parade is 
expected to last about two hours. 

The Astoria Regatta Court will be 
on hand as well as groups from as 
far away as Forks, Wash., and 
Seattle. 

Girls from among a 17-person 
Miss Loyalty Day Court selected 
April 27 at Ilwaco High School also 
will be part of the parade. Three 
sophomores were selected as top 
winners. Virginia Staudenraus of 
Surfside is queen, while Kristy 
Pavini and Michelle Marsh, both of 
Ilwaco, are first and second 
runners-up, respectively. 

Parade trophies will be awarded 
at 3:30 p.m. at Long Beach School. 

The first Loyalty Day was held in 
1947. Organized by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars to foster patriotism, 
it was first held in answer to the 
efforts of the American Communist 
Party to recruit members at May 
Day celebrations. Loyalty Day was 
named an official holiday in a 1959 
Presidential proclamation.

‘Loyalty Day’ draws thousands 


Parade culminates 
two-week celebration

LONG BEACH, Wash. — Jef- 
frey Winslow, acting like a 
veteran of the Long Beach Loy- 
alty Day Parade, came to this 
coastal city sure of what he 
wanted. 

Jeffrey, 2, wanted clowns 
Sunday, and clowns he got, along 
with about 115 other entries in a 
parade that for a day expanded 
the population of Long Beach to 
six times its normal size. 

About 10,000 people stood two- 
and three-deep along Pacific 
Avenue to watch the 35th annual 

arade. Among them were Jef- 
@: and his sister Faith, 3, of 

Napavine, Wash. They were at- 
tending their second Loyalty 
Day Parade, and were waiting 
for the first strains of music 
while their mother prepared a 
float from their hometown, said 
their grandmother, Delia 
McNelly. 

The event, which included 32 
floats, capped two weeks of 
festivities on the Long Beach 
Peninsula. Included was the 
traditional Blessing of the Fleet, 
conducted Saturday afternoon in 
high winds — but under a sunny 
sky — by Seaview Rev. Dean 
Mead of the United Presbyterian 
Church. 

“Some of the boats were just 
stuffed with people,’’ Mead said, 
estimating 300 people gathered 
for the invocation at the Ilwaco 
Port Basin. They crammed into 
charter boats and _ private 
vessels from Washington and 
Oregon, and with a U.S. Coast 
Guard ship leading the way, 
motored to a point between the 
north and south jetties of the 
Columbia River, where the ships 
formed a circle. 

During a 10-minute. service, 

ead said a prayer for five 
fishermen who perished during 
the past 12 months and wished

seamen luck for the next year. 

“May there be no moaning of 
the bar when I put out to sea,” 
Mead said during his service, 
reading from the poem ‘‘Cross- 
ing the Bar’’ by English poet 
Alfred Lord Tennyson. 

“T hope to see my pilot face to 
face when I have crossed the 
bar,”’ wrote Tennyson. 

After the blessing, a U.S. Coast 
Guard helicopter hovered just 
above the waterline, and crew 
members cast a wreath into the 
waves. People on the boats 
threw wreaths and _ flowers, 
Mead said. 

Sunday began and ended on a 
happier note. A Coast Guard 


Falcon jet and an 4HH3 
Helicopter heralded the beginn- 
ing of the parade by swooping 
over the crowd, and later a U.S. 
Air Force C-141 roared 
overhead. 

Loyalty Day Committee Trea- 
surer Mary Conner estimated 
1,500 people — roughly the same 
number that inhabit Long Beach 
year-round — passed in front of 
the reviewing stand Sunday af- 
ternoon. 

Former Astorian Jerry Zorich, 
master of ceremonies,  in- 
troduced bands, drill teams, and 
mounted units. Oregon groups 
included Astoria’s Regatta and 
Scandinavian Midsummer 


Festival courts, the Viking 
Nordic Dancers, the Broadway 
Middle School band from 
Seaside, and the _ Astoria 
Jaycees. The Astoria Clowns 
also roamed through the crowd, 
and Clatsop Community College 
students Scott Hagnas and 
Mickey Fennerty, dubbing 
themselves Freestylin’ Unlimit- 
ed, perched on 6-foot-high un- 
icycles and wobbled down the 
street. 

Ms. McNelly, remarking that 
this was her 13th Loyalty Day 
Parade, sounded as though it 
wouldn’t be her last. 

“Everyone is so nice to us,” 
she said.

Portland to greet’ 


fleet of 25 ships 
for Rose Festival 


Twenty-five naval vessels will anchor at Portland’s 
seawall for the 1985 Rose Festival. There will be 13 from 
the U.S. Navy, three from the U.S. Coast Guard and nine 
from the Royal Canadian Navy. 

The public is welcome aboard from 1 to 4 p.m. Thurs- 
day through Monday, June 6-10. 

The flagship will be the guided missile cruiser, the 
547-foot USS Jouett. 

Ships are due to arrive between 1 and 5 p.m. Wednes- 
' day and Thursday afternoons. The Burnside and Morri- 
son bridges will be closed intermittently as ships arrive. 
The bridges will be closed intermittently again around 8 
a.m. Monday and Tuesday, June 10-11, for the ships’ 
departure. 

In conjunction with the visit of thousands of naval 
personnel, residents who would like to entertain sailors 
are asked to call Dial-A-Sailor to invite them to their 
home for a meal or to church or for a tour of the city or 
other activity. 

The telephone lines will be open while the ships are in 
port from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. through Sunday, June 9. hivi- 
tations will be accepted for Wednesday evening through 
Monday evening. Any weekend activities must be 
arranged by Friday, June 8. Those offering invitations 
are requested to provide transportation. Specific 
arrangements for a time and place should be arranged.

Astoria: The Right Direction 


One of the most historic spots 
in all Oregon is Astoria. It faced 
the right direction. It still does. 

Back at the turn of the last cen- 
_tury—after Gray's discovery of 
the Columbia (1792), and Lewis 
_and Clark's expedition (1804-06) 
to the Pacific—Fort Astoria was 
founded (1811). The oldest 
American settlement on the west 
coast, it was a pearl of great 
prize. 

Furs were abundant. Natives 
were willing to trade them for 
trinkets. The market was the fa- 
bled Orient—a market as much 
prized in that day as it is today. 

John Jacob Astor saw the op- 


portunities that lay at the mouth 
of the Columbia and across the 
Pacific and seized upon it. The 
small trading community _ that 
resulted, as fate would have it, 
turned out to be—not Astor's 
stake in a fortune—but America’s 
stake in its own destiny. 
Because of Astor the stars and 
stripes flew over Fort Ast- 
oria—not for long, but long 
enough to stake our claims to the 
territory. When the American flag 
was hauled down and the British 
Union Jack replaced it, Fort 
Astoria even lost its identity. The 
British renamed it Fort George. 
Such is the stuff of history.

Astoria was returned to America 
after the Treaty of Ghent (1815) 
and some years later John Jacob 
Astor commissioned Washington 
Irving to write a book about it. 
The book, titled Astoria, was pub- 
lished in 1834 and the commis- 
sion Irving received for writing It 
was ,$5,000... a noteworthy 
sum for that day and age but no 
more so than the book itself. — 
Aside from ‘pointing out 
Astoria’s pivotal position in the 
“war” between nations over ter- 
ritorial rights along the Pacific 


Coast, Irving noted that Astoria 
was the gateway to the Orient — 


and that therein lay its future. 


But the fur trade was short- 
lived as trading cycles go and 
America's major markets con- 


* tinued to be across the Atlantic. 


Facing the Orient, until recently, 
was “facing the wrong way.” It 
has only been in the last few 
years that U.S. trade across the 
Pacific has dominated that across 
the Atlantic. 


Today—as was_ envisioned 
back in the early 1800s—the 
Pacific is the ocean of the future. 
And today, Astoria once again 
“faces the right way.”” Washing- 
ton Irving has been proven 
right—Astoria’s future does in- 
deed lie in its being a ‘gateway to 
the Orient.” 


However, to take advantage of 


Lower Columbia formed. Portland 
and Astoria working together as a 
unit can do more for the State of. 
Oregon—and each other—in pro- 
moting trade with the Far East 
than they can separately. 

Taking a longer view and put- 
ting politics aside, we should go a 
step farther. Presently, we are 
competing for shipping with our 
neighbors across the banks of 
the Columbia—Vancouver, 
Longview, Kalama. Down the line 
we should start moving toward 
coordinating with these neigh- 
bors, ignore the artificial boun- 
daries of statehood, and con- 
solidate to become the Puget 
Sound of this area. 

But first steps first. Let's get 
our act together on this side of

The Astoria Scandinavian 
Midsummer Festival is alive 
and well. 


Finns, Swedes, Danes and 
Norwegians thoroughly enjoyed 
themselves last weekend doing 
things that Scandinavians have 
been doing for a very long time. 
We who don’t belong had a good 
time watching them and eating 
wonderful dishes that only they 
can properly prepare. 


This is one of two celebrations 
staged by residents of this 
community and that makes 
Astoria unique. Many commu- 
nities, small and large, have 
festivals but I do not know of 


another that has two. 
The Astoria Regatta is one of 
the oldest shows in the 


Northwest. It began in 1894. The 
Scandinavian Festival is in its 
18th year. 


Anyone who has_ been 
associated with such an un- 
dertaking can appreciate the 
immense effort required to 
Stage these two events — the 
Scandinavian Festival in June 
and the Regatta in August. 


Some apprehension developed 
a few years ago regarding the 
Regatta. It was said in some 
places that it couldn’t survive; 
that there weren’t enough peo- 
ple willing any longer to make 
the necessary effort; that the 
best solution was to combine the 
Festival and the Regatta. 


_ Friends of the Regatta ref- 
used to cash it in. They brought 
in some new _ workers, 
reorganized the program, and 
hitched up their determination. 
to save one of the oldest com- 
munity festivals in the 
Northwest. The result is a 
revitalized Regatta that’s here 


The Round-Up also is unique in 
that Indians of Northwest tribes 
have a big part in the show. 


They encamp in teepees on 
grounds adjoining the arena. 
They appear daily in the arena 
in native costumes to dance and 
form one of the most colorful 
processions to be seen outside 
Hollywood. 


They have an integral role in 
the night pageant, Happy Ca- 
nyon, which depicts the coming 
of the white man to the West. 
Indian maidens compete in the 
Indian American Beauty Con- 
test. Indians form a large con- 
tingent in Friday morning’s 
Westward Ho! parade, a 
blocks-long procession of 
horses, early day conveyances 
and men and women who repre- 
sent pioneers who settled this 
country you and I live in. 


Happy Canyon was written 
years ago by Roy Raley, a 
young Pendleton lawyer. All 
members of the huge Happy 
Canyon cast are local people. 


All of the men who serve as 
directors of the Round-Up and 
Happy Canyon are residents of 
the area. They plan and 
perform all of the many tasks 
associated with putting on the 
shows for four days in mid- 
September. The undertaking is 
so immense that they must 
meet regularly throughout the 
year. 


The Round-Up is a favorite of | 
cowboys. They like the way 
they’re treated. The purses 
aren’t as big as some shows | 
provide but a cowboy who 
competes at Pendleton knows 
he is appreciated.

U.S.S. Berkeley, a Navy guided missile 
destroyer, is on its way to Astoria to be flagship of 
the Astoria Regatta fleet. 

The 437-foot ship, designated DDG-15, is based in 
California. Port of Astoria Director Steve Felkins 
said the ship is expected to dock here Aug. 14. 

The ship, a member of the Charles F. Adams 
class, was commissioned in December, 1962. 

Felkins said Berkeley officers he spoke with 
indicated all the ship’s crew is looking forward to 
visiting Astoria. Berkeley is manned by about 21 
officers and 340 enlisted men. 


USS BERKELEY 


USS BERKELEY (DDG-15) 


USS BERKELEY (DDG-15) was commissioned in December, 1962, in Philadelphia. 437 feet 
long and displacing 4500 tons, BERKELEY employs some of the most advanced air, surface, 
and subsurface weapons systems utilized by today’s destroyer navy. 

BERKELEY’s mission is to conduct offensive operations with naval strike, antisubmarine, or 
amphibious forces, and to protect carriers and support forces against submarine, surface, and air 
threats. BERKELEY can detect and destroy hostile air, surface, and subsurface craft. She can 
control intercept aircraft, collect electronic intelligence, and participate in evacuation, blockade, 
and surveillance operation. She has also performed successful search and rescue missions. 

BERKELEY’s colorful past really began on her first deployment to the Western Pacific as an 
operational unit in the U.S. SEVENTH Fleet. The ship was awarded the Navy Unit 
Commendation for the role she played in the August, 1964 Tonkin Gulf PT boat incident: the 
first attack on U.S. warships operating in the Gulf; and making BERKELEY the first guided 
missile destroyer to be awarded the Navy Unit Commendation. 

Throughout the course of the U.S. involvement in Vietnam, BERKELEY performed and 
coordinated search and resuce missions for downed U.S. aviators. BERKELEY also spent a 
great deal of time on the “Gun Line” silencing enemy gun emplacements, destroying fuel and 
ammunition dumps, and other targets of strategic importance, oftentimes receiving hostile fire in 
return. Among her many other functions during this time she also assumed radar picket duty and 
often esorted carriers by serving as planeguard. 

BERKELEY’s last deployment to the Western Pacific during the Vietnam era began on just 72 
hours notice in April, 1972. During this cruise BERKELEY was directly involved in the mining 
of Haiphong Harbor. Along with five other destroyers, she raced into the harbor to provide a 
protective wall of five-inch shells while carrier-based aircraft covered the harbor with mines. 
BERKELEY, while receiving extensive return fire from shore gun emplacements, delivered over 
280 rounds in thirty minutes’ time before clearing the harbor at 32 knots. 

Following BERKELEY’s 1972 deployment, the ship made two more routine peace-time 
deployments to the Western Pacific, in 1974 and 1976. The ship's most recent deployment began 
in 1979. At about the halfway point of that cruise, BERKELEY, having just returned to Subic 
Bay, RP froma port visit in Manila, RP, received word the next morning to get underway. Late 
that afternoon, BERKELEY left Subic Bay, leading a task group that included the USS KITTY 
HAWK (CV-63) and a number of other ships. The reason for the sudden departure became clear 
when it was learned that the ship was bound for the Arabian Sea in response to the seizure of 53 
hostages from the U.S. Embassy in Teheran, Iran, by student militants. BERKELEY had 
operated in the Indian Ocean only one time previously. In late 1974, BERKELEY participated in 
maneuvers with naval units of the Central Treaty Organization, including units from Pakistan, 
Great Britain, and Iran, then under the government of the Shah. As part of these maneuvers, 
BERKELEY led the USS CONSTELLATION (CV -64) into the Persian Gulf, marking only the 
second time since World War II that a U.S. aircraft carrier had entered the Gulf. In 1979, 
however, BERKELEY’s participation was in response to a direct threat to U.S. national 
security. Underway for 75 days, the ship was in an increased state of readiness and was tasked 
with identifying and evaluating all aircraft and surfact craft as well as providing escort services 
for KITTY HAWK and controlling her aircraft as needed. For her participation in this event, the 
Secretary of the Navy awarded BERKELEY the Navy Expeditionary Medal. 

In addition to the Navy Unit Commendation and Navy Expeditionary Medals, BERKELEY 
has also, in the past, been awarded the Battle Efficiency ‘E’, and the following medals: Combat 
Action, Republic of Vietnam Campaign, Republic of Vietnam Unit Citation, Meritorious Unit 
Commendation, National Defense, Armed Forces Expeditionary and Vietnam Service. 
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MAJOR GENERAL RANDOLPH CARTER BERKELEY, USMC 


USS BERKELEY (DDG-1I5) was named for Major General Randolph Carter BERKELEY, 
USMC. General BERKELEY was appointed a second lieutenant on 8 August 1898 for service 
during the Spanish-American War. 

General BERKELEY, while still a major, was commanding the Ist Battalion of the 2nd 
Advanced Base Regiment when he took part in the action which earned him the nation’s highest 
decoration on 21-22 April 1914. Relations between the United States and the government of 
Mexico had been strained for some time, and a landing force of Marines and sailors were 
ordered ashore at Vera Cruz after a Mexican officer had arrested several U.S. Naval personnel in 
Tampico. The 2nd Regiment was the first ashore, meeting resistance from Mexican troops about 
noon on 21 April. The citation for his Medal of Honor describes General BERK ELEY’s part in 
the action: 


“For distinguished conduct in battle, engagements of Vera Cruz, April 
21st and 22nd, 1914; was eminent and conspicuous in command of his 
battalion; was in the fighting of both days, and exhibited courage and skill 
in leading his men through action. His cool judgement and courage and 
skill in handling his men in encountering and overcoming the machine- 
gun and rifle fire down Cinco de Mayo and parallel streets accounts for the 
small percentage of the losses of Marines under his command.” 


In addition to the Medal of Honor, General BERKELEY was awarded the Navy Cross as 
Commander of the 11th Marine Regiment in Nicaragua in 1927, and the Navy Distinguished 
Service Medal as Chief of Staff of the 2nd Marine Brigade in that country in 1928-29. He was 
also awarded the following medals: Spanish Campaign, Haitian Campaign, Cuban Campaign, 
Mexican Campaign, Philippines Campaign, World War I Victory, Second Nicaraguan 
Campaign, Marine Corps Expeditionary, and three Nicaraguan decorations—the Presidential 
Medal of Merit, the Medal of Distinction, and the Medal of Merit. 

General BERKELEY completed over forty years of active service in the Marine Corps, 
including service at sea and in the Philippines, Cuba, Panama, China, Haiti, Nicaragua, and 
Guam. Following his retirement in 1939, General BERKELEY lived in Beaufort, and Port 
Royal, South Carolina, until his death in 1960. He was survived by two sons, both Marine 
officers: Lieutenant General James P. and Colonel Randolph C. BERKELEY, Jr.

The BERKELEY insignia was designed by her officers and men 
based primarily on the family coast of arms of her namesake, Major 
General Randolph BERKELEY, USMC (1875-1960). The stars 
above the crest are symbolic of the General’s rank after forty years of 
meritorious service. The motto “God is with us,” is that of the 
General’s family. The stars, pennants, outlines, chevrons and crosses 
are silver. The crest in marine scarlet stands for valor in combat, while 
the background and lettering are Navy blue indicating loyalty to one’s 
country. 


COMMANDER 
RICHARD K. FARRELL 
UNITED STATES NAVY 


Commander Farrell was born in Brooklyn, New York on December 9, 
1943. He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. F. K. Farrell, who currently reside in 
Santa Ana, California. He attended secondary school in Elizabeth, New 
Jersey and graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy in June 1966. 

His initial assignment was onboard the USS EATON (DD-510), as 
Assistant Navigator and Main Propulsion Assistant. Subsequent sea tours 
included USS MITSCHER (DDG-35), USS COCHRANE (DDG-21), and 
USS ENGLAND (CG-22). Commander Farrell also served with Naval 
Advisory Group, Republic of Vietnam; as an instructor at the U.S. Naval 
Academy; the Armed Forces Staff College; the Office of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff (J3); and the Office of the Chief of Naval Operations. His most recent 
assignment was a year of study at the National War College in Washington, 
D.C. 

Commander Farrell’s decorations include the Bronze Star, with combat 
device, the Defense Meritorious Service Medal, the Meritorious Service 
Medal, the Navy Commendation Medal, and various unit, campaign and 
foreign awards. 

He is married to the former Mary Gennaro of Laurel Springs, New Jersey.

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Regatta fleet offers 
a variety of vessels

A pair of U.S. Navy ships, two 
survey vessels and a Coast Guard buoy 
tender will make up this year’s Astoria 
Regatta fleet. 

The ships will be docked at the Port 
of Astoria’s piers 1 and 2 during the 
festival, and most will offer tours to 
the public. 

The ships include the USS Berkeley, 
the USS Bradley, the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration sur- 
vey vessels Davidson and Surveyor, 
and the U.S. Coast Guard buoy tender 
White Bush. 

The Berkeley is a 437-foot guided 
missile destroyer based in San Diego. 
It carries a crew of 320 officers and 
enlisted men. Commissioned in 1964, 
the Berkeley saw action during the 
Vietnam War and was the first guided 
missile destroyer to receive the Navy 
Unit Commendation award. 

It carries some of the most advanced 
air, surface and sub-surface weaponry 
used by the Navy’s destroyer fleet. 

The ship is named after U.S. Marine 
Corps Maj. Gen. Randolph C. 
Berkeley, who was awarded the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor for his 
actions during an engagement with 
Mexican troops in Vera Cruz in 1914. 

The Bradley, a 414-foot fast frigate, 
carries a crew of 239 officers and 
enlisted personnel. The San Diego- 
based vessel’s main job is antisub- 
marine warfare. 

Commissioned in 1965, the Bradley, 
too, saw action in Vietnam. 

It is named after Navy Capt. Willis 
W. Bradley Jr., a Congressional Medal 
of Honor winner who received the 


award for his actions while a gunnery 
officer aboard the USS Pittsburg 
during WWI. 

The survey vessels Davidson and 
Surveyor are surveying the sea floor 
off Oregon as part of a national 
program to develop better maps of the 
ocean bottom. 

The 175-foot Davidson carries a crew 
of 39; the 292-foot Surveyor carries a 
crew of 76. Homeport for both vessels 
is Seattle. 

The White Bush is tentatively sched- 
uled to be a member of the Regatta 
fleet, a ship spokesman said. The 
133-foot buoy tender is scheduled to be 
mothballed by Sept. 30 as part of 
federal budget reduction efforts. 

The vessel, which carries a crew of 
about 24 officers and _ enlisted 
personnel, has spent its entire Coast 
Guard career in Astoria. 

Based at Coast Guard Station 
Tongue Point, the White Bush is 
responsible for maintaining aids to 
navigation from Grays Harbor, Wash., 
to Coos Bay. 

Regatta organizers say the Coast 
Guard cutter Resolute, which cur- 
rently is on patrol, may also tie up at 
the port docks. 


The 210-foot medium endurance 
cutter is based in Astoria. 


A welcoming ceremony for the 
visiting ships will be 10 a.m. Friday at 
Pier 2. The ships will be open for 
public tours from noon to 4 p.m. 
Saturday and Sunday, except for the 
Surveyor, open only on Sunday, and 
the Davidson, closed to tour groups. 
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Visitors will be able to tour several of the Regatta fleet ships.

This year’s Regatta attendees will 
have a unique opportunity to take a 
walk through turn-of-the-century Asto- 
ria homes, including the house where 
the Steven Spielberg movie ‘‘Goonies”’ 
was filmed. 

The nine homes will be open to the 
public Saturday from 10 to 11:30 a.m. 
and 3 to 6 p.m. and on Sunday from 1 to 
4p.m. 

The self-guided tours, sponsored by 
the Clatsop County Historical Society, 
will include the following homes: 

¢ The Captain George Flavel House, 
441 Eighth St., where tickets may be 
purchased for the tours. The house was 
built in 1885 by Astoria’s first mil- 
lionaire and has served as a museum 
for 34 years. The historical society is 
restoring it to its original Victorian 
splendor. The mansion is considered to 
be Oregon’s finest example of Victori- 
an architecture and recently has been 
repainted in the original colors. 

¢ The Old Clatsop County Jail, built 
in 1913, is located across the street 
north of the Flavel House. The jail was 
featured in ‘‘Goonies’’ and visitors 
may see the cell where an actor in the 
movie overcame a guard to make his 
escape. 

¢ The John Hobson House, built in 
1863, is Astoria’s oldest home in 
continuous family ownership and was 
the first Astoria home to be entered on 
the National Register of Historic 
Places. The home, at 469 Bond St., is 
the only one on the tour that will not be 
open on Saturday afternoon. Hobson 
came West with his parents with the 
Marcus Whitman wagon train in 1843 
and first settled on Clatsop Plains 
where he established a large livestock 
ranch. He later moved to Astoria 
where he shipped beef and operated a 
salmon cannery. 

e The Dr. Toivo Forsstrom House, 
726 Seventh St., will be open for the 
first time for the tours this year. The 
home was built about 1917 and was one 
of the city’s largest and most lavish 
houses. Left to fall into disrepair until 
the present owner purchased and 
remodeled it three years ago, this 
unusual home, called the ‘‘House of 
Wallpapers” has a few surprises for 
tour participants, including a secret 
roo

¢ The Judge C.H. Page House, 1393 


Franklin Ave., was added to the 
National Register of Historic Places in 
June and was the home of Astoria’s 
mayor in the 1880s and the home of the 
1904 Regatta queen. The building 
served as the Astoria Business College 
in the 1930s, then was converted into 
apartments for World War II military 
housing. In 1967 it was restored to its 
original Italianate style. 

¢ The Gust Holmes House, 682 34th 
St., was built in 1890 by the owner of a 
salmon cannery. The home remained 
in continuous family ownership until 
1960 when it was purchased by bar 
pilot Capt. Ray Collins and his wife, 
Gail. The house is furnished with 
period pieces, many of which belonged 
to the Holmes family. 


e The Hans Steffensen House, now 
known as ‘‘The Goonie House,” was 
selected for the movie because of its 
view of the Columbia River and its 
Victorian charm. The house was built 
in 1895 and is located in one of 
Astoria’s oldest neighborhoods. As an 
added bonus, children can_ see 
“Goonies” for reduced prices during 
the Regatta. 


Two historical homes in Warrenton 
have been added to the tour this year: 

e The D.K. Warren House, N.E. First 
and Skipanon Drive, was built in 1885, 
and was the home of Warrenton’s 
founder and his family. The ceilings 
are decorated with frescoes in 1893 by 
E.D. Hurrie, one of the country’s finest 
artists at that time.

Foreign cultures will spice up an 
Americana tradition Saturday when 
the annual Astoria Regatta Grand 
Land Parade gets under way. 

A centerpiece of the six-day celebra- 
tion, the parade through downtown 
Astoria begins at 1 p.m. with a flyover 
by a U.S. Coast Guard HU-25A Falcon 
jet from Air Station Astoria and a U.S. 
Air Force C-140 transport plane from 
McCord Air Force Base, Wash. 

Immediately afterward, a _ pro- 
cession of floats, bands, drill teams, 
equestrian units, vehicles and assorted 
novelty acts will make the 16-block trip 
from the intersection of 12th and 
Duane streets to the Clatsop County 
Fairgrounds. 

Though a bit smaller than 1984’s 
parade, this year’s event will offer 
some unique entries, the return of 
horse units and improved spectator 
viewing, said Monica Hutchens, 
parade chairman since 1979. “I'd 
rather have quality than quantity,” 
she said. 

A Chinese dragon, manipulated by 
youthful dancers from Portland, and 
Filipino performers from Seattle will 
recall the parade theme, ‘“‘Then and 
Now: Gateway to the Orient.” 

Because of a scheduling conflict, 
drum and bugle corps that usually join 
the Astoria parade won’t participate. 
The national competition for drum and 
bugle corps is being held the same 
weekend. 


TO ENHANCE SPECTATOR 
viewing and lessen traffic congestion, 
the parade’s starting point has been 
moved and the route extended five 
blocks, said Ms. Hutchens. Worked out 
by parade organizers with the Astoria 
Police Department, the new parade 
route will permit traffic to travel 
through Astoria during the parade. 

The parade will start at the intersec- 
tion of Duane and 12th streets, proceed 
down Duane to Ninth, turn on Ninth to 
Commercial Street and continue down 
Commercial to Marine Drive, before 
disbanding at the county fairgrounds. 

A reviewing stand for dignitaries 
and judges will be set up on the north 
side of 12th Street at Commercial 
Street. KAST radio station will provide 
a public address system with disc 
jockey Tom Freel announcing.

Malayan, Arabic and Spanish influ- 
ences through their costumes and 
performances. The group, which last 
appeared in Astoria in 1964, consists of 
the Princesa Drill Team, Cumban- 
chero Percussoneers and Mandayan 
Marchers. 

Representing some 30,000 Filipino 
Americans living in the Pacific 
Northwest, the nation’s only Filipino 
American drill team is made of youths 
of Filipino heritage with mixtures of 
white, Indian, black and Asian parent- 
age. Its sponsor is a non-profit group 
founded in 1957. 

A 10-foot-long Chinese dragon car- 
ried by the cultural dance group from 
the Chinese Consolidated Benevolent 
Association will snake its way down 
the parade route. The dancers will 
perform the lion’s dance to chase away 
evil spirits. The Portland group’s 
appearance here is sponsored by U.S. 
National Bank of Oregon. 


DR. JURGEN CRIEGEE, 
burgermeister of Astoria’s sister city, 
Walldorf, West Germany, is the grand 
marshal. With his wife, Maria, he will 
be joined by four representatives from 
the Walldorf city council. 

In addition to its cultural flavor, this 
year’s Regatta parade will feature its 
greatest number of local entries, said 
Monica Hutchens, chairman of the 
parade since 1979. 

For the first time, Astoria City Hall 
employees will enter a float, an 
Oriental boat. Also expected to enter 
floats are Coast Rehabilitation 
Services, Clatsop County Foster 
Parents, American Red Cross Clatsop 
County Chapter, Women’s Aglow of 
Gearhart, Astoria Lioness, American 
Association of Retired Persons 
Chapter 715, Sea Resources Inc. from 
Chinook, Wash., and Captain Cidd’s 
Castle, a children’s educational televi- 
sion show produced by Clatsop Com- 
munity College. 

Other local entries will include 
antique vehicles by the Seaside Ameri- 
can Legion, Chapter DL P.E.O. Sis- 
terhood and Pacific County Fire Dis- 
trict No. 1 of Ocean Park, Wash. 
Marching will be Brownies and scouts 
from Astoria Neighorhood 3-1 Girl 
Scouts, representing Astoria, Warren- 
ton, Knappa and Olney and Naselle, 
Wash. 

Several area businesses have also 
jumped on the bandwagon.

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Oregon's North Coast 
IS good vacation choice 


By IRA GRUBER 


he North Coast of Oregon is 

an ideal spur-of-the-moment 

vacation destination. It’s 

nearby, economical and 
visit-worthy. 

There are few places on the planet 
where the sheer, awesome power of the 
sea is as perceptible to the land-bound 
viewer as this stretch of sand beach, 
dune and rock outcropping. 

The first stop for the visitor from the 
north is Astoria, at the mouth of the 
mighty Columbia River. This bustling 
port city, established in 1811 by John 
Jacob Astor the fur trading magnate, 
was the first permanent settlement 
west of the Mississippi. It earned the 
appelation, “Graveyard of the Pacific,” 
because of the heavy toll of ships taken 
by the treacherous and shifting sandbar 
that guards the entrance to the river. 

The latter half of the 19th Century 
was a time of growth and prosperity for 
the city and many elegant Victorian 
mansions were built by the thriving sea 
merchants and lumber barons. Indeed, 
the Clatsop County Historical Society in 
the Flavel Mansion, on Eighth and 
Exchange streets, was built using 
lumber freighted around Cape Horn. 

The mansion houses an impressive 
collection of period artifacts and the 
rooms have been refurbished to their 
original condition. Another 


remembrance of things past in the city 
restored Fort Astoria, between 


isthe 
14th and 15th on Exchange Street. 

Probably the area’s most noteworthy 
attraction is the Columbia River 
Maritime Museum at the foot of 17th 
Street on Astoria’s waterfront. It is 
unequivocally the best maritime 
museum on the entire West Coast. 

Its main floor gives you the feeling 
that you're in some grand modern art 
museum, and while there is some art to 
be seen, most of the nautical 
paraphernalia including sailing-ship 
models, early sea charts, and whaling 
exhibits are well laid out and 
masterfully ed in historical 
sequence. At the back of the museum, 
visitors are welcomed aboard the 
Columbia River Lightship for a tour. 

The most scenic spot inthe city and 
one’s best orientation point is atop 
Astoria Column on Coxcomb Hill. The 
walls of this 123-foot column display a 


history lesson—the discovery of the 
Columbia River by intrepid Robert Grey, 
the arrival of Lewis and Clark, the 
founding of Astoria and the settlement 
of the territory. Climb all 166 steps, 
although everyone claims a different 
total, for one of the most spectactular 
views of ocean, mountain, city, and 
river anywhere in the United States. 

Down on the water you'll see a variety 
of boats, particularly if you visit Astoria 
August 13 through 18. The “Oldest 
Festival in the Northwest,” the Astoria 
Regatta will feature sailboat races, 
hydroplane races and even a bathtub 
race. (For further information, 
telephone (503) 325-6311.) 

For a motel that’s five minutes from 
downtown Astoria but has a real air of 
isolation and tranquility to it, try the 
Crest Motel. A charming Conneticut 
couple have recently taken it over, 
brought it up to snuff and offer 
reasonable rates (approximately $45 
for a twin bedded room). They area 
wealth of information and will turn you 
on to the better eateries in town. 

On the drive south from Astoria on US 
101, two historic forts can be visited. 

Fort Clatsop National Memorial is a 
reconstruction of the rag-tag Lewis and 
Clark expedition’s encampment based 
on descriptions in their detailed 
journal. The museum and visitor center, 
where two excellent films are presented, 
are staffed year-round by National Park 
Service Personnel. If you’re lucky, you'll 
be treated to a musket shooting 
demonstration by your guide. (Loading 
a gun 180 years ago was a chore 
in itself.) 

Fort Stevens, manned by the Oregon 
Park Service, also presents an 
interesting film at its visitor's center. 
Its claim to fame was that on June 21, 
1942, Battery Russell, an emplacement 
containing two 10-inch disappearing 
rifles, was fired upon by a Japanese 
submarine lurking offshore. This event 
marked the first time the United States 
has been fired upon by a foreign power 
since the War of 1812. 

Seaside, Oregon's premier resort town 
was once alluded to as the Coney Island 
of the West. To be sure, this ocean resort 
has had a vivid past but it has recently 
undergone a change. A recent facelift 
included remodeling and painting of 
some of its oldest buildings and

construction of new business, while 
creative landscaping has been added 
along the city’s main street, Broadway 
Street. With its big civic and convention 
center, Seaside has become the state’s 
most populated convention city and if 
you've never seen big time wrestling, 
it’s there almost every Sunday during 
the high season. 

There are all types of 
accommodations to meet your budget 
demands but, from October until May, 
you can get some excellent bargains. 
The place to eat in Seaside is Lumpy’s 
Fishworks on Broadway, not more than 
50 feet from the end of the Lewis and 
Clark Trail marker. 

Two blocks from Lumpy’s on the 
beach is the Seaside Aquarium, the 
largest privately owned aquarium on 
the North Pacific Coast. The seals are 
accomplished thespians whose comedy 
routines are designed to elicit applause 
in the form of tossed fish. 

Ever see a sand castle contest? Some 
of the best mudmakers in the country 
descend upon Cannon Beach, more 
residential than resorty, a miniature 
Carmel. Artistic sensibility runs 
high—art galleries, Bohemian shops 
and theatre groups outnumber Cannon 
Beach's fast food joints and neon signs. 
If Seaside is Las Vegas, Cannon Beach 
comes off like Provo, Utah. 

One of the area's natural scenic 
wonders is Haystack Rock. At 235 feet, 
it’s the third largest standing monolith 
in the world. 

Ecola State Park, two miles north of 
Cannon Beach, offers spectacular view 
of the Pacific and here lurks a rusty 
cannon from the shipwrecked schooner 
that was washed ashore in 1846 to give 
the town its name.

‘Goonies’ House added to Historic Homes Tour 


The Old Clatsop County Jail and the Walsh House, 
locations of filming during the first half hour of Steven 
Spielberg’s smash movie, THE GOONIES, will be open 
to the public during the Astoria Regatta, August 17-18. 
Seven other houses, built from 1863 to 1917 are also 
included on the tours of Victorian homes sponsored by 
the Clatsop County Historical Society. 

Hours for the Historic Homes Tours: Saturday, 
August 17, 10-11:30 a.m. and 3-6 p.m. (allowing visitors 
to view the Grand Land Parade on Commercial Street 
at 1 p.m.). Sunday, August 18, 1-4 p.m. 

The tours, self-guided, include these houses: 

1. The Captain George Flavel House was built in 1885 
by Astoria’s first millionaire. After having served as a 
museum for 34 years, the Clatsop County Historical 
Society is now restoring it to its former status as an 
elegant Victorian home. The mansion is considered to 
be Oregon’s finest example of Victorian architecture 
open to the public. 

2. The Old Clatsop County Jail, built in 1913, across 
the street from Flavel House, was the location of Scene 
One of ‘“‘The Goonies’’, which was filmed in Astoria a 
year ago. Visitors will see the cell where the actor 


overcame the guard and made his escape. 


3. The John Hobson House, 1863, is Astoria’s oldest 
residence to remain in continuous family ownership. It 
was Astoria’s first private home to be entered on the 
National Register of Historic Places. Open only on 
Saturday morning and Sunday afternoon. 

4. The Dr. Toivo Forsstrom House, 1917, with its 4,000 
feet of floor space, is probably Astoria’s largest and 
most lavish shingle-style house. The owner’s collection 
of antiques and curios, the imaginative wallpapering, 
and the secret room are all features of special interest. 
This is the first time this unique home has been open to 
the public. 

5. The Judge C. H. Page House, 1879, added to the 
National Register of Historic Places in June, was the 
home of Astoria’s mayor in the 1880s and the home of 
the 1904 Regatta queen. After serving as the Astoria 
Business College in the 1930s, it was converted into five 
apartments for WWII military housing. In 1967, it was 
restored to an authentic Italianate residence. 

6. The Gust Holmes House, built in 1890 by a salmon 
cannery owner, features original grained woodwork 
and period furnishings on the inside and fairy tale 
towers on the outside. It also is on the National Register 
of Historic Places. 


7. The Hans Steffensen House, 1895, now knowsxsini-rr 


Astoria as “The Goonie House’’, was selected for the 
movie because of its commanding view of the Columbia 
River and its Victorian charm. Of course, after the 
filming, prop furnishings were removed, but visitors 
will enjoy seeing the hatch opening into the attic and 
standing on the quaint veranda from which they can 
view one of Astoria’s oldest and most unique 
neighborhoods. 
Two interesting houses in Warrenton, are features 

of the Historic Homes tour. 


8. The D. K. Warren House, 1885, was for years the 
elegant home of the founder of the town, Daniel Warren 
and family. Featuring ceilings decorated by one of the 
country’s finest fresco artists, the place is now in the 
process of restoration, exposing many of its fine 
archiectural features. Open only on Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons. ; 

9. The Willard Wickline House, 1917, is an outstanding 
example of the bungalow style house unique to our 
country early in this century. It was crafted by its first 
owner, a major building contractor of Warrenton, who 
sold it to the present owner in 1968, thus only two 
families have resided in the house. Featured are the 
cozy fireplace alcove and elegant period furnishings. 
Open only on Saturday and Sunday afternoons. 

Tour tickets are available at Flavel House, 441 Eighth 
Street, Astoria, OR 97103. Advance reservations may be 
made by calling the Historical Society office, (503) 
325-2203. Ticket prices for adults are $3 for one house, $9 
for two houses, $7 for four houses, or $10 for the full tour 


of nine houses. Children 14 and under, accompanied by . | 


adults are free, except for the ‘“Goonie House ” and the 
“Old Jail’, for which $1 per child over five will be 
charged. 


In addition to the Historic Homes tours, Regatta - 


weekend offers many entertaining features. Visitors 
arriving on Friday, August 16, can enjoy the Twilight 
Boat Parade with fireworks at dusk, the melodrama by 
local players at 8 p.m., and the Regatta Rocker at 9 
p.m. with the Regatta Square of fun and crafts in full 
swing.

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Japanese consul named admira

A career diplomat for the nation of 
Japan is the admiral of the 1984 
Astoria Regatta. 

Noboru Kawagishi, 49, will be 
honored during the admiral’s luncheon 
noon Friday at the Astoria Elks Club, 
11th and Exchange streets. 

He will be assisted by Dr. Duane Jue 
of Astoria, a local dentist, who is 
designated the admiral’s aide. 

Consul for Oregon since 1983 at the 
Portland office of the 
Consulate-General of Japan, 
Kawagishi has been involved in his 
nation’s foreign service since 1959. 

A native of Kanazawa prefecture in 
Japan (a prefecture is roughly the 
equivalent of a state in the United 
States), Kawagishi graduated in 
March 1959 from Kanazawa 
University, majoring in law. He 
entered the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
the following month. 

In 1963 he was assigned to the 
Japanese embassy in Lagos, Nigeria, 
where he served for two years. He then 
served three years at the Japanese 
embassy in London, returning in 1968 
to his native land as an assistant 
councilor for the National Defense 
Council in Tokyo. 


From 1971-72 he served on the 
Economic Cooperation Bureau in 
Tokyo of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. From 1972-75 he worked in 
Jakarta, Indonesia, as second 
secretary for the Japan embassy 
there. 


IN 1975 KAWAGISHI received his 
first American assignment, working 
for two years in the 
Consulate-General’s office in Seattle. 
He returned to Tokyo in 1977, working 
for two years in the Economic Affairs 
Bureau of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. In 1979 he shifted to the 
ministry’s North American Affairs 
Bureau, serving until a 1980 
assignment as first secretary for the 
Japanese embassy in New Delhi, 
India. His Portland assignment 
followed three years later.

Kawagishi and his wife, Kunie, have 
two sons. The eldest lives in Tokyo and 
the youngest lives with his parents in 
the Portland area. 

Bob Chopping, past president of the 
Astoria Regatta Association, said the 
group invited Kawagishi in light of the 
1985 Regatta theme, “‘Then and Now: 
Gateway to the Orient,”’ which 
symbolizes the North Coast’s growing 
interest in trade and increased contact 
with the Pacific Rim nations. 

“We wanted to find someone from an 
Asian country,” said Chopping. 

Kawagishi accepted the invitation 
“‘with great pleasure and honor,”’ and 
said he is “‘certainly looking forward to 
this well-known and festive event and 
meeting the people of Astoria.” 


BECAUSE OF SCHEDULE 
conflicts, Kawagishi will not be 
present all six days of the festival, but 
only from Wednesday night through 
late Friday afternoon. He will 
officially crown the Regatta queen at 
8:00 Wednesday at Astoria High 
School, and will also appear at the 
Queen’s Luncheon at noon Thursday in

Because Kawagishi will not be 
available to serve as parade marshal 
for the Grand Land Parade in 
downtown Astoria Saturday, Aug. 17, 
that role will be filled by Dr. Jurgen 
Criegee. Criegee is burgermeister 
(mayor) of Walldorf, West Germany, 
birthplace of John Jacob Astor and 
sister city to Astoria. 

Criegee, born in 1934, spent his youth 
in Karlsruhs, capital of the former 
State of Baden. He attended the 
universities of Tubingen, Munich, and 
Berlin and graduated in 1963, 
becoming a doctor of law the following 
year. 

In 1964 he entered the civil service 
where he remained until elected 
burgermeister in 1973. He was 
re-elected in 1981. 

Criegee and his wife Maria, a former 
resident of England, have one 
daughter. He and his wife will be the 
house guests of Astoria Mayor Edith 
Henningsgaard during their visit here. 

Jue, the admiral’s aide, was born 
and raised in Portland. His love for the

boy, when he spent many summers in 
Astoria. He moved here and set up his 
dental practice upon graduation from 
the Oregon Health Sciences School of 
Dentistry in 1957. 


HE ALSO SERVED on the board of 
the Clatsop County Historical Society 
and on the Advisory Council of the 
University of Oregon Art Museum until 
his appointment by Gov.

Thousands enjoy Regatta fun

With Japanese diplomat Noburu 
Kawagishi as admiral, 
Burgermeister Jurgen Criegee of 
Walldorf, West Germany, as grand 
marshal of the Grand Land Parade 
and an unexpected visit from a 
Soviet fishing vessel, the Astoria 
Regatta’s ‘Gateway to the Orient” 
theme took on something of an 
international spirit. 

The 18th Congress, part of a 
Soviet fishing fleet that has been 
working off the West Coast this 
summer, inadvertently joined the 
Regatta fleet when it called for 
permission to dock in Astoria over 
the weekend for a little rest and 
relaxation. 

The Soviet ship was not scheduled 
to be part of the Regatta fleet tours, 
but was moored at Pier 2 across 
from the USS Berkeley, a U.S. Navy 
guided missile destroyer and The 
Surveryor, a National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration _ re- 
search ship. 

By Saturday, the Soviet vessel 
had joined the two American ships 
in offering onboard visits to the 
thousands of Regatta goers who 
visited the Port of Astoria piers this 
year. 


Astoria Regatta Association of- 
ficials said crowds this year were 
bigger than anticipated, although 
determining attendance figures for 
the five-day waterfront festival is 
difficult, if not impossible. 

About 5,000 Regatta buttons — the 
admission to some of the events — 
were sold, said Lucy Judd, treasur- 
er of the Astoria Regatta Associa- 
tion. 

“But that’s not really a good 
estimate of how many people were 
here. The buttons get passed around 
and you don’t need buttons for some 
things,” Judd said. 

Regatta organizers estimated be- 
tween 3,500 and 4,000 people 
crammed into the Regatta Square 
beer garden at the Pier 2 warehouse 
Friday and Saturday nights. The 
Regatta Rocker dance at the Col- 
umbia Expo Center drew between 
400 and 500 teen-agers both nights, 
several of the event’s organizers 
said. 

Other Regatta hits appeared to be 
the waterfront festival’s parades 
and shipboard tours. 

On Friday night, Regatta-goers 
lined up on the piers and along the 
Astoria waterfront to view the 


fireworks and the boat parade. And 
2,000-3,000 people spread out along 
Commercial and Duane streets Sat- 
urday to watch about 80 entrants 
march in the Grand Land Parade 
Saturday. 

At times Saturday, as many as 
75-100 people stood in line waiting to 
board the Berkeley. At least 800

people toured the USS Berkeley on 
Saturday and 400-500 people visited 
the ship Sunday during the four 
hours the vessel was open to the 
public each day.

Burgermeister hopes for 


more sister-city visits

A resolve to encourage his countrymen 
to visit Astoria will go home with the chief 
government official of Walldorf, West 
Germany. 

“We want this good beginning to be 
carried on and developed,” said Jurgen 
Criegee, burgermeister of Astoria’s 
European sister city, as he prepared to 
leave Astoria Monday. He, his wife and 
four of his city’s council members spent 

» four days in Astoria. 

‘A partnership should not be just for the 
administrators, the top people, the 
‘important’ people, but for all the people,”’ 
he told The Daily Astorian, sometimes 
speaking in English and sometimes in 
German translated by his British-born 
wife, Maria. 

Since the inception of the 
23-year-old alliance between 
Astoria and Walldorf, visits 
between the cities have been 
limited to delegations of gov- 
ernment representatives, 
private vacations by individu- 
als and a student exchange 
program last school year. 

The 50-year-old German 
wants reciprocal relationships 
developed between chambers 
of commerce, athletic teams, 
community groups and other 
similar organizations in the 
two cities. 

One of Walldorf’s two soccer 
teams plans to visit San Diego 
next July and wants to make a 
side trip to Astoria, he noted. 
But the 40-member team needs 
to find host families here to 
provide housing. ;

Birkenmaier led a group of students from 
Walldorf’s Theodor Heuss Realschule on a 
visit to Astoria as part of a student 
exchange program with Astoria High 
School last school year. 

The Criegees, who were on their first 
trip to the United States, said they were 
“impressed’’ with New York and San 
Francisco, which they passed through on 
their way here, and, of course, with 
Astoria. After departing Astoria Monday 
evening, they planned to visit friends in 
Toronto, Canada, and in Chicago before 
returning home. 

They were particularily enamored with 


Astoria’s historic offerings. They said they 


were surprised by the opulence of the 
100-year-old Flavel House and amazed at 
the size and grandeur of houses built 
between 1812 and 1850 when Astoria was

being settled. 

“Tt is a worthwhile task to renovate, 
keep up and look after these old houses 
and make them as they were at the time,” 


_ Criegee said. 


Astorians seem more interested in 
preserving their community’s older 
buildings than are Euorpeans, who are 
surrounded by buildings much, much 
older than here, the Criegees observed. 


“We look at these old things and say, ‘Oh 
yes, 1200 or 1600,’ where you really take 
note of it and it’s something very special 
for you,’’ Mrs. Criegee said. 

The couple also was intrigued by the 
historical dramatizations at Fort Clatsop 
National Memorial, especially those 
demonstrating the preparation of animal 
skins and the care of pioneer-time rifles. 
“We didn’t realize they were quite so 
complicated,” Mrs. Criegee said about the 
rifles. 

Timing their travels to coincide with the 
Astoria Regatta festival resulted in 
special honors and opportunities for the 
Walldorf delegation. Criegee, who was 
honored as parade marshal, and the 
councilors rode in Saturday’s Grand Land 
Parade. Criegee planted a John F. 
Kennedy rosebush during Friday’s Flavel 
House Garden Party. 

Mementos exchanged by 
representatives of both governments at 
the garden party will serve as reminders 
of the sister city association. On behalf of 
his townspeople, Criegee presented 
Astoria Mayor Edith Henningsgaard with 
the Walldorf flag and a foot-high bust of 
Astor. He gave the Clatsop County 
Historical Society a picture of Walldorf’s 
main street. 

In return, Mrs. Henningsgaard gave 
Criegee a drawing of the Astoria Column 
by ex-Astorian Jennifer Brodigan and a 
silver tray with Astoria’s logo and an 
inscription. She presented each of the 
visiting council members with a 
myrtlewood plaque and a ceramic Astoria 
plate by Seaside artist Roland White. 


DURING HIS VISIT, Criegee compared 
notes with Astoria’s city manager and 
mayor about the challenges of running a 
city government. The burgermeister, who 
is elected by city residents and casts a 
vote in council decisions, combines the 
jobs of mayor and city manager, said 
Criegee, who is in his 12th year in the post. 

Astoria’s five-member council is 
dwarfed by Walldorf’s, which seats 22 
councilors and the burgermeister. ‘“‘That’s 
why it’s a full-time job,’’ he jokingly said 
about his position. 

Otherwise, the governments in the two 
communities are very similar, he 
observed. Walidorf’s government employs 
afew more workers andhasaslightly _ 
larger budget, reflecting the difference in 
population between the two cities. Astoria . 
has 9,860 people and Walldorf, 13,100.
